S O. 966 (E). WHEREAS sub-section( 1) of section 62 of the Bihar Reorganisation Act, 2000 
(30 of 2000) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act) provides that the State Electricity 
; Board constituted under the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 (54 of 1948) by the existing 
state of Bihar shall pontipue to function in those areas in respect of which it was 
functioning immediately before the appointed day subject to the provisions of this section 
and to such directions as may, ffom time to time, be issued by the Central Government; 

AND WHEREAS till a new State Electricity Board is constituted under the Electricity 
(Supply) Act, 1948 (54 of 1948) or any other suitable arrangement,is made by the- 
successor state, it has become necessary to maintain status quo in respect of the 
administration, construction, maintenance and operation of network necessary to 
generate and supply electricity to the successor state. 

NOW, threfore, the Central Government, in the interest of continuance of existing 
arrangements in regard to generation and supply of electricity to the successor States of 
Bihar and Jharkhand, issues following directions, namely:- 

(1) The generation and supply of electricity being managed by the existing organisations 
shall continue to be managed as before without any disadvantage to any area of the 
successor State of Jharkhand. 

(2) The successor States of Bihar and Jharkhand shall ensure that the arrangements in 
regard to the generation and supply of electricity for any area shall not be modified 
to the disadvantage of that area by reason of fact it is, by virtue of the provisions of 
Part II of the said Act, outside the State in which the power station and other 
installation for generation or supply of such power or the power network and other 
works for the supply of power, as the case may be, are located. 

(3) It shall come into force on the appointed day.

AND WHEREAS, till a new State Electricity Board is constituted under the 
Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 (54 of 1948) or any other suitable arrangement is made 
by the successor state, it has become necessary to maintain status quo in respect of 
the administration, construction, maintenance and operation of network necessary to 
generate and supply electricity power to the successor state. 

NOW, therefore, the Central Government in the interest of continuance of existing 
arrangements in regard to generation and supply of electricity to the successor States 
of Madhya Pradesh and Chhattisgarh, issues following directions, namely 

(1) The generation and supply of electricity being managed by the existing 
organisations shall continue to be managed as before without any disadvantage to 
any area of the successor State of Chhattisgarh. 

(2) The successor States of Madhya Pradesh and Chhattisgarh shall ensure that the 
arrangements in regard to the generation and supply of electricity, for any area 
shall not be modified to the disadvantage of that area by reason of fact it is, by 
virtue of the provisions of Part II of the said Act, outside the State in which the 
power station and other installation for generation or supply of such power or the 
power network and other works for the supply of power, as the case may be, are 
located. 

(3) It shall come into force on the appointed day.
